Lieutenant Francis L. liartello, Platoon Commander, 

First District, Ne'.y Orleans, Louisiana, Police Department, 
on September 9. 1964, advised that on August 1(1, 19 o 3, be inter- 
viewed a prisoner, Lee Harvey Oswald, at the First District, 
who had teen arrested on August 9, 1963, for creating a disturbance 
while distributing Fair Play for Cuba Committee literature on 
Canal Street, New Orleans. 

. At the time Oswald was questioned Lieutenant kartell o 

said he examined identification papers furnished him by Oswald 
which Oswald had removed from his wallet. At the conclusion of 
the interview, Oswald was returned to his cell. Lieutenant piartello 
stated he then placed his notes, alon" with several copies of the 
Fair Play for Cuba literature, in a file folder and placed the 
folder in a file cabinet. 

Lieutenant liartello further advised that at approximately 
3 n v. November 23. 1963, he was interviewed by Hr. Adrian &. 

Vial* United States Secret Service at the First District, as 
*,v, l ; ial desired to secure from him any information be possessed 
regardin'* his. Lieutenant Hartello’s, interview of Oswald on 
August 10, 1963. Lieutenant Mavtello statec that at the outset of 
this interview he secured the original file roloer on Cswalc and 
turned over to Mr. Vial all the literature which nad been secured 
from Oswald at the tire of his arrest or. Au-ust 9, 1963.
